Problems with neighbours? 


Regular readers will have seen information about us 
before, but let me tell you about how we, at Oxford 


Community Mediation, can help. We are a charity 
which helps people to sort out disputes. It doesn’t 
matter if it’s a small niggle or a full blown dispute (or 
anything in between). Sometimes, the other person 
may not even know that there is a problem. Here are a 
few examples of recent situations where we've helped 


to get things sorted. 


A man was fed up with 
children kicking balls into his 
garden. We helped him to look 
at different ways of sorting it 
out. He is now on friendly 
terms with the parent of the 
children and realizes that 
things are tough for her as 
well. They are now working 
together to deal with the 
problem. 


An elderly couple who 
complained about the music 
from next door. Their 
neighbours had no idea that 
the noise travelled and were 
upset that they had distressed 
the couple. They all agreed 
clear guidelines about how it 
could work for everyone. 

Two friends had fallen out. 
They had been unable to talk 
without rubbing each other 
up the wrong way. They asked 
for our help - it’s now 
completely sorted. 


Often, things break down 
because of the way things are 
said. We all know how hard it 
is to say something difficult to 
someone. Mediators are 
specially trained in helping 
people to say what they really 
feel and need in a way that will 
get the problem sorted rather 
than starting off a slanging 
match! 


For many people, the biggest 
help can often be in having 
someone really listen for as 
long as it takes and to 
untangle everything so that it 
becomes clear what needs to 
be done and who can do it.

The Oxford Times of 23rd June reported that a Bailiff 
working for CCS Enforcement Services had been 
disciplined for threatening to use unlawful methods to 
gain access to a home in Blackbird Leys.

The picture shows the park approximately ten years 
ago just prior to the arrival of the port-a-cabin that was 
the marketing office on site for the first six months. 

In those days it was not the most comfortable base - 
the outside toilet froze in February and there were 
steel shutters on the windows! 


Today the scene is very different. 
The Park has grown steadily over 
the past ten years and there are 
now over fifty companies 
employing nearly 700 people. 
Thirty five of these companies are 
based in the Magdalen Centre 
which provides serviced 
accommodation for small start-up 
science /technology companies. 
The intention is that these 
companies expand within the 
Centre until they are large enough 
to rent a unit on the Park. 


It is a process that has worked 
extremely well to date. As Phase 
one is almost complete you may 
have noticed the extensive ground 
works that are now being 
undertaken on Phase two. 


This will double the size of the 
Park and provide the basis for 
future building 
plots. 


A fitness centre 
and nursery are

a community development partnership 


A group made up of local people, community 
groups and organisations was successful in 
getting a five year grant from the Governments 
Single Regeneration Budget (SRB). 


This grant aims to help 
communities develop their own 
capacity to tackle the issues that 
affect them locally. 


Two workers have recently been 
appointed to work with the 
community, Niki Harrison the 
Community Resource Worker and 
Lorraine Ticehurst who took up 
the post of Neighbourhood Co- 
ordinator in May. 


Some of the things that Niki will 
be doing in her job are: 

° finding out what training is 
available in Blackbird Leys and 
whether what is offered is what 
local. people want. 

* organising new training 
opportunities.

She will be working with others to 
bring about new opportunities for 
individuals to use their skills and 
to develop new ones, as well as to 
promote Blackbird Leys as a great 
place to live, visit and work. 


Lorraine said, “Blackbird Leys has 
a lot going for it - we need to help 
people who do not live here to 
realise this. I will be working with 
individuals, community groups 
and organisations to bring about 
new initiatives for the area that 
can keep going when the 
government grant ends. My first 
task over the next few months is 
to meet as many people as I can, 
to find out what they want for 
their community and to work with 
them to find ways of making some 
of these happen. We can only 
make things happen if there are 
enough people in the community 
willing to roll up their sleeves and 
get stuck in together.”

Victory is now in sight for the Greater Leys shop. 


After years of struggle by the Leys Residents 
Association. Morrells Brewery have suffered a 
setback in the High Court recently. The judge 
in the case ruled that any land that does not 
belong to the Council should not be affected by 
such an out-dated covenant. (This particular 
covenant prohibits anyone else from selling 
alcohol within half a mile of the Blackbird Pub.) 
This means that if Morrells do not win their 
appeal against the judgement then there is a 
possibility that the land at Dunnock Way can 
be sold to Spar by the Council and the 
covenant would no longer have any effect. 


The campaign that has been waged by the LRA 
against Morrells Brewery has been undertaken 
by ordinary people from Greater Leys. 


In recent months a petition with over 250 
signatures has been collected, after which a 
special meeting was held to organise the next 
step. Over 30 people attended along with a 
reporter from the Oxford Mail. The meeting 
agreed that the LRA should lobby Morrells and 
hand in the petition. 

The lobby represented a good cross-section of 
our estate. Morrells reaction was rather a cool 
one although they did accept the petition and 
promised to pass it on to their Commercial 
Director, but the local press coverage was 
extensive. 


Two days later the High Court ruled against 
Morrells in favour of Oxford United Football 
Club who are fighting the same covenant. 


However, we have just heard 
that Morrells are appealing. 
Pressure must continue to be 
applied to the Brewery. 


LRA meetings are held at 
6.30pm on the second Tuesday 
of the month at the 
Clockhouse in Long Ground.
